Grade  Level  Changes 

The  Board  of  Education  recently  voted 
to  implement  grade  level  changes  by  Sep- 
tember, 1978,  with  grades  K-5  for  ele- 
mentary, grades  6-8  for  middle  school  and 
grades  9-12  for  4  year  high  schools. 


Record  Summer  School 
Enrollment 

Following  a  growing  interest  in  summer 
school,  a  record  28,000  public  and  private 
school  students  enrolled  in  the  District's 
summer  program  this  year  to  take  courses 
in  regular  and  core  subjects,  special  elec- 
tives  and  enrichment,  creative  classes. 

An  additional  950  elementary  to  senior 
high  students  enrolled  in  the  summer  mu- 
sic workshop  held  at  Lowell  High  School 
and  on  the  adjoining  Lakeshore  Elemen- 
tary campus. 

Four  senior  highs  —  Wilson,  O'Connell, 
McAteer  and  Washington,  seven  junior 
highs  and  twenty-nine  elementaries  were 
open  with  Washington  hosting  graduation 
for  some  200  seniors. 

One  of  the  highlights  of  this  year's  pro- 
gram was  the  Creative  Arts  Festival  held 
in  the  band  concourse  at  Golden  Gate 
Park  with  displays  including  painting, 
ceramics  and  leather  crafts  as  well  as  mu- 
sical selections  by  bands,  choirs,  jazz 
groups  and  the  orchestra  from  the  Sum- 
mer Music  Workshop.  This  event  was 
open  to  the  public. 

According  to  James  Casassa,  director  of 
summer  school,  this  year  also  saw  the  cre- 
ative arts  program  expand  into  two  ele- 
mentary schools,  Dudley  Stone  and  Kate 
Kennedy,  and  elementary  classes  held  in 
several  children's  centers  for  elementary 
students  who  were  without  transportation. 

Along  with  Mr.  Casassa,  Warren  Cane 
acted  as  principal  at  large  for  the  elemen- 
tary division  and  Gus  Portocarrero  as 
principal  at  large  for  the  secondary  divi- 
sion. 

Providing  instruction  and  guidance 
were  1,077  teachers. 


Summer  Music  Workshop 

This  summer's  six-week  Summer  Music 
Workshop,  sponsored  for  the  8th  year  by 
the  District  and  the  San  Francisco  Sym- 
phony Orchestra  Association  in  conjunc- 
tion with  San  Francisco  State  University's 
music  department,  attracted  some  950  4th 
to  12th  grade  students  from  throughout 
the  City  to  the  Lowell  High  School  cam- 
pus and  the  adjoining  Lakeshore  Elemen- 
tary School  for  a  variety  of  musical  ex- 
periences.

Classes  included  music  fundamentals, 
ear  training,  improvisation,  conducting, 
choir,  jazz  band,  musical  theater  and  stage 
crafts.  Students  also  learned  about  string 
repair  and  composition  as  well  as  regular 
orchestral  instrument  work. 

As  in  past  years,  the  annual  program 
culminated  in  a  ten-day  residency  by  the 
entire  symphony  orchestra  with  a  featured 
daily  concert  demonstration  open  to  the 
public. 

Students  were  also  able  to  participate  in 
a  variety  of  activities  with  the  symphony 
musicians  who  coached,  offered  chamber 
music  electives,  provided  individualized 
one-to-one  instruction  and  gave  regular 
demonstrations. 

Students  and  the  orchestra  also  show- 
cased a  free  performance  on  Friday,  Aug- 
ust 5,  in  the  Lowell  auditorium  for  par- 
ents and  the  general  public. 

Twenty-three  San  Francisco  State  Uni- 
versity music  candidate  students  with  two 
supervisors  from  the  school  also  assisted 
the  regular  District  instructors. 

Innovations  in  this  year's  program  in- 
cluded participation  of  the  student  orches- 
tra and  band  in  the  Creative  Arts  Festival 
in  Golden  Gate  Park  and  a  music  career 
day  during  which  students  met  with  pro- 
fessional musicians  and  others  working  in 
the  field  who  could  explain  day-to-day 
working  conditions  and  employment  possi- 
bilities. 


The  San  Francisco  Giants  and  San 
Francisco  Examiner  Top  Students  Pro- 
gram will  continue  in  the  schools  this  year 
with  free  reserved  seat  tickets  to  San 
Francisco  Giants  baseball  games  going  to 
top  students. 

The  cooperative  program  calls  for  stu- 
dents, grades  4  through  12,  receiving 
grade  point  averages  of  3.5  and  above  and 
no  unexcused  absences  for  each  grading 
period  to  receive  two  free  tickets  to  three 
Giants  home  baseball  games. 

The  Spring  semester  program,  which 
started  in  April,  provided  tickets  to  850 
elementary  students,  850  junior  high  stu- 
dents and  275  high  school  students. 

Names  of  the  student  winners  were  pub- 
lished in  the  Examiner  on  August  27, 
1977. 

Altogether,  the  Giants  and  Examiner 
made  20,000  free  tickets  available  to  some 
3,300  top  students  in  both  public  and  pri- 
vate schools.

Librarian's  History  Notes       -^ 

Many  people  today  remember  the  brick 
building  at  170  Fell  Street  which  houses 
administrative  offices  and  the  Board  of 
Education  meeting  room  as  the  old  High 
School  of  Commerce. 

Relatively  few  however  remember  that 
the  entire  800  ton,  three  story  brick  build- 
ing was  moved  in  1913  from  Grove  Street 
near  Larkin  in  a  7-month  journey  of  four 
blocks  along  City  streets. 

The  greatest  problem  was  to  keep  the 
building  absolutely  level  during  its  jour- 
ney. This  was  successfully  done  although 
more  than  100,000  shingles  were  used  as 
wedges  in  the  work  of  leveling. 

The  building  was  moved  on  steel  rollers, 

traveling    on    steel    plates    laid    on    heavy 

timbers.  Sixteen  hundred  rollers  were  used 

and  more  than  1.000,000  feet  of  timber.

Exploratorium  Program  Has  Openings 

The  1977-78  School  in  the  Explorator- 
ium program  gets  underway  in  October 
with  openings  in  all  sessions. 

The  program,  beginning  its  sixth  year, 
is  an  in-depth  use  of  the  museum's  facili- 
ties for  fourth,  fifth  and  sixth  grade  San 
Francisco  public  school  students  and  their 
teachers.  Participating  classes  spend  a  full 
school  day  in  the  museum  once  a  week 
for  five  consecutive  weeks.  Work  centers 
around  light  and  sound  and  how  they  are 
perceived. 

Each  class,  taught  by  an  Exploratorium 
instructor  and  an  aide,  discusses  scientific 
concepts,  explores  the  exhibits  and  makes 
simple  projects  associated  with  the  ses- 
sion's ideas. 

Before  the  first  session,  the  class  visits 
the  Exploratorium  on  a  field  trip.  Partici- 
pating teachers  also  attend  one  teachers' 
night  workshop  and  do  follow-up  work 
with  their  classes  between  museum  ses- 
sions. Teachers  are  also  given  written  fol- 
low-up suggestions. 

Participating  teachers  and  students  may 
borrow  portable  exhibits  and  kits  from  the 
lending  library. 

The  cost  of  the  entire  program  is  $1.50 
per  student.

identifies  poverty  areas  and  qualifies  indi- 
vidual schools  for  aid.  San  Francisco  re- 
ceived $4.3  million  under  this  grant  this 
year. 

SB90,  Program  for  Educationally  Dis- 
advantaged Youth,  is  a  state  program 
based  on  identified  students  needing  addi- 
tional teaching  assistance  in  language  arts, 
mathematics  and  multicultural  programs. 

The  two  programs  represent  different 
funding  sources  and  serve  25,000  students, 
making  possible  the  hiring  of  some  2,000 
paraprofessional,  classified  and  teacher 
personnel,  250  of  which  are  full-time  with 
the  others  on  a  part-time  basis. 

The  programs  are  under  the  direction 
of  Henry  Marshall  of  the  Title  I/S.B90 
Department.  . 


The  District's  Title  IVC  Hand  Calcu- 
lator project  recently  presented  sample 
materials  and  a  preview  of  teacher  train- 
ing calculator  films  to  the  Board  of  Edu- 
cation Curriculum  Committee.  The  ex- 
perimental project  has  been  testing  the  use

Librarian's  History  Notes 

Kate  Kennedy  (1827-1890)  was  one  of 
the  six  women  for  whom  San  Francisco 
public  schools  were  named. 

She  was  born  in  Gaskinstown,  County 
Meath,  Ireland,  and  in  1849  with  her 
brother  and  one  sister  made  the  voyage  to 
New  York  as  part  of  the  great  Irish  influx. 
She  arrived  in  San  Francisco  in  January, 
1856. 

In  1857  she  was  given  her  first  San 
Francisco  appointment  in  teaching  in  a 
frame  building  on  the  present  site  of  the 
Palace  Hotel. 

Eventually  she  became  principal  of  the 
North  Cosmopolitan  Grammar  School. 

Miss  Kennedy  became  a  pioneer  woman 
suffragist  and  was  probably  the  only 
teacher  of  her  period  who  was  a  member 
of  a  labor  union,  the  Knights  of  Labor. 

By  1873  the  state  legislature  had  auth- 
orized women  to  hold  school  offices,  such 
as  supervisorships.  The  next  year  the  hard 
fight  for  equal  pay  for  equal  work  was 
won.  However,  in  1875  an  attempt  to  re- 
peal these  laws  was  launched.  Kate  Ken- 
nedy led  the  fight  to  hold  the  gains  the 
women  had  made. 

She  became,  according  to  her  biogra- 
pher, Miriam  de  ■  Ford,  the  first  woman 
anywhere  in  the  world,  to  receive,  as  a 
salaried  employee,  equal  pay  with  men  for 
equal  work. 

Although  she  and  other  women  could 
not  vote,  in  1886  she  announced  her  can- 
didacy for  state  superintendent  and  won 
enough  votes  to  cause  the  defeat  of  the 
Democratic  candidate. 

Later  in  a  dispute  over  assignment,  she 
initiated  a  case  which  reached  the  Cali- 
fornia Supreme  Court,  resulting  in  a  de- 
cision in  1890  which  became  the  founda- 
tion of  teachers'  tenure  in  California. 

Kate  Keniedy  died  on  March  18,  1890. 

The  name  of  the  Clement  School  was 
changed  in  November,  1911,  to  Kate  Ken- 
nedy School  to  honor  her.

District  Seeks  Stability  -  Agreements  Signed 


Moving  in  the  direction  of  providing 
continuity  and  stability  for  the  District, 
the  Board  of  Education,  in  recent  months, 
has  ratified  agreements  with  classified  em- 
ployees, paraprofessionals,  teachers  and 
the  Superintendent,  and  in  the  near  fu- 
ture, will  be  negotiating  with  administra- 
tors. 

The  agreement  between  the  District  and 
classified  employees  is  negotiated  by  City 
Hall  and  the  various  employee  unions. 

In  conjunction  with  these  negotiations 
between  the  District's  classified  employees 
and  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco, 
last  June,  the  District  announced  the  res- 
toration of  classified  employees' dental  plan 
benefits. 

The  plan  covers  all  District  classified 
employees  who  are  part  of  the  City  Re- 
tirement System  and  will  become  effective 
December,   1977. 

Classified  employees  have  not  been  cov- 
ered for  dental  care  for  the  past  three 
years. 

Teacher  and  paraprofessional  negotia- 
tions with  the  American  Federation  of 
Teachers  concluded  with  two-year  con- 
tracts effective  from  July  1,  1977,  through 
June  30,   1979. 

In  announcing  the  extension  of  Super- 
intendent Robert  F.  Alioto's  contract  for 
two  additional  years  until  July  1,  1981, 
Dr.  Goosby,  President  of  the  Board  of  Ed- 
ucation, pointed  out  that  this  is  the  first 
time  any  District  Superintendent's  con- 
tract has  been  renewed  in  the  past  decade. 

"It  is  our  belief,"  Dr.  Goosby  said,  "that 
the  San  Francisco  public  schools  need  ad- 
ministrative continuity  and  stability,  and 
in  Dr.  Alioto  we  have  found  a  strong  edu- 
cational leader." 

He  credited  Dr.  Alioto  with  important 
advances  in  "meaningful  affirmative  ac- 
tion," and  pointed  out  that  since  the  Dis- 
trict separated  its  construction  and  pur- 
chasing functions  from  City  Hall,  over  $8 
million  in  contracts  have  been  awarded  to 
minority  contractors,  and  over  $9  million 
in  District  assets  have  been  deposited  in 
minority  owned  banks. 

Commenting  on  the  fact  that  the  Su- 
perintendent's cabinet  is  now  56  per  cent 
minority,  the  participation  of  minority 
firms  in  purchasing  has  gone  from  1  to  1 1 
per  cent  and   76  per  cent  of  promotions

and  new  hires  in  recent  months  have  gone 
to  minorities,  Dr.  Goosby  said,  "I  don't 
think  that  affirmative  action  record  has 
been  equaled  by  any  other  administration 
in  San  Francisco." 

A  four-year  contract  and  evaluation 
procedure  for  principals  and  other  admin- 
istrators, as  proposed  by  the  Superintend- 
ent, was  also  passed  by  the  Board  of  Edu- 
cation at  the  meeting  of  September  27, 
1977. 

Administrators  recently  won  collective 
bargaining  rights,  and  in  the  near  future 
will  hold  an  election  to  choose  an  exclu- 
sive bargaining  representative. 

The  Superintendent  has  said  that  there 
will  be  opportunities  to  revise  the  contract 
and  evaluation  procedure  when  negotia- 
tions with  administrative  employees  begin. 

It  has  been  estimated  that  the  process 
for  choosing  a  representative  for  adminis- 
trators will  be  completed  within  30  days. 

Upon  completion  of  these  negotiations, 
all  employees  of  the  School  District  will  be 
under  mutually  agreed  upon  contracts 
with  spelled  out  rights  and  responsibilities.

Establishing  Standards 

(Continued  from  Page  1) 

The  main  purpose  of  the  October  meet- 
ing is  to  begin  work  on  establishing  the 
minimum  proficiencies  which  will  be  re- 
quired for  high  school  graduation.  The 
state  now  requires  every  school  district  to 
establish  minimum  levels  of  proficiency  in 
reading  comprehension,  computation  and 
writing  before  a  student  is  allowed  to 
graduate.  The  legislation  requiring  this  is 
presently  known  as  the  Hart  Law,  but  has 
been  included  in  the  recently  passed  As- 
sembly Bill  65   (Greene).

Pilot  Schools  Named 

An  incentive  program  to  involve  sec- 
ondary school  students  in  the  reduction  of 
vandalism  at  their  schools  was  recently 
approved  by  the  Board  of  Education. 

The  program  will  be  implemented  on  a 
pilot  basis  at  George  Washington  High 
School  and  Luther  Burbank  Junior  High 
School,  with  the  amount  of  money  saved 
as  a  result  of  the  reduction  of  vandalism 
at  a  school  site  to  be  available  for  the  use 
of  the  students  at  that  site  for  school  pur- 
poses. 


As  part  of  the  District's  vigorous  af- 
firmative action  policy,  over  $9  million  in 
District  assets  have  recently  been  deposit- 
ed in  minority-owned  banks. 

During  the  past  year,  the  District  de- 
posited approximately  $1  million  with  the 
First  Enterprise  Bank  and  is  in  the  process 
of  depositing  another  $8  million  with  the 
Black  owned  First  Enterprise,  the  Asian 
owned  Bank  of  Trade  and  the  women 
owned  Western  Women's  Bank. 

This  opportunity  to  designate  the  com- 
mercial banks  as  depositaries  results  from 
the  District's  receiving  Federal  Public 
Works  Employment  Act  Funds  for  various 
school  construction  projects. 

Since  the  District  separated  its  con- 
struction and  purchasing  functions  from 
City  Hall,  over  $8  million  in  contracts 
have  also  been  awarded  to  minority  con- 
tractors. 

The  participation  of  minority  entrepre- 
neurship  in  the  District's  purchasing  ac- 
tivities has  increased  from  0.9%  to  ap- 
proximately 1 1  %  during  the  month  of 
August,  1977. 

This  has  been  the  result  of  an  active 
search  for  minority  firms  and  the  separa- 
tion from  the  City's  purchasing  depart- 
ment. 

The  Superintendent's  cabinet  is  now 
56%  minority,  the  number  of  minority 
staff  having  increased  from  16.7%  in  1975 
to  55.6%  and  the  number  of  female  cabi- 
net staff  has  increased  from  8.3%  in  1975 
to  33.3%. 

The  number  of  minority  central  office 
administrators  has  increased  from  25.3% 
in  1975  to  42.9%.  Recent  administrative 
appointments  and  promotions  are  76.5% 
minority. 

Task  Force  Formed 

At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Education  Superintendent  Robert  F.  Ali- 
oto reported  the  formation  of  a  staff  task 
force,  headed  by  Isadore  Pivnick  and  Bar- 
babra  Cohen,  to  work  on  implementation 
of  the  Educational  Redesign.  Their  tasks 
include  the  planning  for  the  grade  level 
changes  with  an  emphasis  on  educational 
reform  and  integration. 

Dr.  Yvette  Del  Prado  and  Carlos  Corn- 
ejo will  work  on  curriculum  and  Dr.  John 
Cleveland  will  be  the  staff  liaison  to  the 
Board  Advisory  Committee  on  Planning.

Since  around  the  turn  of  the  century, 
San  Francisco  public  schools  have  led  the 
way,  both  nationally  and  internationally, 
in  training  the  handicapped.  Two  of  the 
District's  special  schools  —  Sunshine  and 
Louise  Lombard  —  have  become  world- 
wide models  of  success  in  this  special  area 
of  education. 

Dedication  ceremonies  were  held  for 
Sunshine  School  for  the  physically  handi- 
capped on  Sunday,  November  10,  1935. 

The  dedication  was  planned  as  the  op- 
ening observance  of  American  Education 
Week  and  featured  Dr.  John  W.  Stude- 
baker,  U.  S.  Commissioner  of  Education, 
who  delivered  the  principal  dedicatory 
speech. 

"The  problem  we  are  attempting  to 
solve  here,"  he  said,  "is  a  national  one, 
born  of  a  love  for  humanity.  The  Sunshine 
School  was  constructed  because  a  nation 
is  beginning  to  realize  its  duty  under  de- 
mocracy to  be  just  to  all  of  its  citizens." 

Under  Rotarian  sponsorship,  a  school 
for  crippled  children  was  started  in  1924 
and  taken  over  by  the  District  two  years 
later  in  1926. 

The  initial  cost  of  the  school  was  $325,- 
000  with  money  coming  from  a  bond  issue 
and  $100,000  from  P.W.A.  funds.  Struc- 
turally, the  building  was  modeled  after  a 
school  in  Des  Moines  which  taught  the 
deaf,  the  crippled  and  those  of  ill  health. 

The  site  was  originally  constructed  to 
house  the  Sunshine  School  for  Crippled 
Children  on  the  first  floor  and  the  Buena 
Vista  Health  School  for  those  "inclined 
towards  ill  health"  on  the  second. 

Even  then,  Sunshine  School  was  seen  as 
a  stepping  stone  to  regular  junior  and  sen- 
ior high  school.  The  Buena  Vista  School's 
objective  was  the  same.  This  is  now  re- 
ferred to  as  "mainstreaming"  handicap- 
ped students  into  the  regular  classroom. 

Louise  M.  Lombard  School,  the  Dis- 
trict's school  for  mentally  handicapped, 
came  about  through  the  work  of  the  edu- 
cational department  of  the  California 
Club.  The  first  class  for  the  education  of 
mentally  handicapped  children  in  San 
Francisco  was  established  in   1910. 

In  1913,  Miss  Louise  Lombard  was  ap- 
pointed to  assume  charge  of  the  class  and 
arrange  for  additional  classes. 

In  1915,  the  upgraded  primary  school 
was  organized.  The  school  grew  through 
the  years  adding  classes  and  clinics  until  it 
became  an  internationally  known  model  of 
its  kind. 

Miss  Lombard  was  made  supervisor  in 
1929.  She  died  on  March  26,  1953,  having 
made  San  Francisco  one  of  the  world's 
leading  cities  in  the  training  of  the  ment- 
ally handicapped.

Grand  Jury  Reports        District  Improves  Scores 


Commending  Superintendent  Robert  F. 
Alioto  and  the  Board  of  Education  for 
making  the  necessary  move  to  merge  five 
schools,  the  recently  issued  1976-77  San 
Francisco  Grand  Jury  Report  also  noted 
"a  number  of  major  changes  in  the  San 
Francisco  Unified  School  District  this 
year." 

Prefacing  with,  "We  recognize  that 
there  are  no  immediate,  easy  solutions  to 
the  complex  problems  that  face  the  Dis- 
trict," the  report  went  on  in  a  generally 
favorable  tone  to  describe: 

•  the  Board's  adoption  of  the  Superin- 
tendent's recommended  reorganization, 
describing  offices  and  their  functions, 

•  the  opening  of  four  District  area 
offices  to  decentralize  the  administration 
and  bring  services  closer  to  the  schools  and 
the  public, 

•  the  instituting  of  District  finances  on 
a  program  budget  and  the  two  financial 
reports  introduced  this  year,

School  District  reading  scores  for  grades 
two  and  three  show  a  dramatic  improve- 
ment over  last  year's,  according  to  the 
1976-77  report  of  the  state-mandated, 
state-operated  California  Assessment  Pro- 
gram. 

Reading  scores  for  grades  two  moved 
from  the  30th  to  the  47  th  state  percentile 
rank,  and  scores  for  grade  three  moved 
from  22nd  to  the  38th  percentile  rank. 

The  California  Assessment  Program 
(C.A.P.)  provides  broad  information 
about  student  achievement,  comparing 
similar  districts  and  comparing  districts 
to  a  state  average.  It  does  not  tell  the  par- 
ent whether  his  individual  child  is  per- 
forming at  a  specific  grade  level.  It  is  de- 
signed for  program  evaluation,  not  for  in- 
dividual student  evaluation  or  diagnosis. 

The  principal  difference  in  this  year's 
District  test  scores  from  last  year's  scores 
is  in  the  primary  grades,  where  2nd  and 
3rd  graders  showed  positive  gains.

Prior  to  January  30,  1978,  teachers 
who  arc  members  of  the  San  Francisco 
Citv  and  County  Retirement  System 
will  have  the  opportunity  to  transfer  to 
the  State  Teachers'  Retirement  System.

This  election  only 
allows  a  one  way  transfer  from  the 
City  Retirement  System  to  the  State 
Retirement  System. 


Superintendent  Robert  F.  Alioto  is  plan- 
ning to  present  a  proposal  for  implement- 
ation of  the  Educational  Redesign  to  the 
Board  of  Education  when  it  is  scheduled 
to  meet  as  a  Committee  of  the  Whole  on 
Tuesday,  December  6,  1977.  (Committee 
of  the  Whole  meetings  provide  for  public 
discussion,  but  no  action  is  taken.) 

Community  meetings  at  various  school 
sites  will  then  follow  in  December  and 
January  to  give  the  public  a  chance  to 
react  to  the  recommendations  for  reorg- 
anizing the  City's  public  schools. 

The  proposal  was  developed  by  a  task 
force  headed  by  Isadore  Pivnick,  Assistant 
Superintendent,  School  Operations,  and 
Barbara  Cohen,  Administrative  Assistant 
to  the  Superintendent,  and  other  central 
office  and  field  staff'. 

The  proposal  will  then  return  to  the 
Board  of  Education  for  review  and  final 
adoption,  presently  calendared  tor  the  end 
of  January. 

The  Educational  Redesign,  approved  by 
the  Board  of  Education  on  March  9,  1976, 
reflects  the  District's  goals  to  provide  a 
comprehensive  and  effective  educational 
program  for  all  students  and  a  fully  inte- 
grated and  stable  learning  environment. 

When  the  plan  is  implemented,  element- 
ary schools  in  the  District  will  be  reorgan- 
ized to  K-5,  junior  highs  reorganized  to  mid- 
dle schools,  grades  6-8,  and  senior  highs  re-

"Third  Grade  Minimum  Standards  Test 
in  Reading  and  Mathematics"  will  be 
given  to  all  District  third  grade  students. 

In  a  recent  letter  explaining  the  testing 
program  to  parents  of  third  grade  stu- 
dents, Superintendent  Robert  F.  Alioto 
said  that  the  skills  tested  are  taught  in 
kindergarten,  first,  second  and  third  grades 
and  that  if  the  student  does  not  pass  the 
test,  the  parent  will  be  notified  during  the 
month  of  January,  1978.  The  student  will 
have  a  second  opportunity  to  take  the 
test  in  May,  1978. 

The  most  important   reason   for  giving 
the  minimum  standards  test  is  the  early 
identification  of  children  that  need  addi- 
tional help  with  the  basic  skills.

(Continued  from  Page  ) ) 
organized  to  four-year  schools,  grades  9- 
12. 

The  time  span  for  each  configuration, 
K-5,  6-8  and  9-12,  provides  for  stability 
and  fewer  school  changes  for  students  as 
they  progress  through  the  school  system. 
Students  will  experience  three  changes 
rather  than  four,  thus  permitting  them 
and  their  parents  to  identify  with  their 
schools  more  fully. 

The  first  implementation  phase  of  the 
Redesign  in  1976  saw  grade  level  changes 
to  K-4  in  eight  elementary  schools.  Phase 
II  in  1977  authorized  K-5  grades  at  eight 
more  elementary  schools. 

Pelton  was  designated  the  District's 
first  academic  middle  school,  grades  6 
through  8. 

Ninth  grade  pilot  programs  at  Lowell 
and  O'Connell,  and  the  establishment  of 
the  School  for  Business  and  Commerce  at 
Galileo  were  also  accomplished  under 
Phase  II. 

The  new  grade  level  organization  is 
being  presented  with  the  firm  committ- 
ment to  the  elimination  of  racially  isolated 
schools  and  the  maintenance  and  expan- 
sion of  programs  which  attract  students.

The  schools  will  provide  the  parents 
with  special  materials  for  those  who  wish 
to  work  with  the  children  at  home.  Meet- 
ings will  also  be  provided  for  parents  to 
help  them  in  learning  how  to  help  their 
children.  Students  will  also  be  provided 
with  additional  help  at  the  school. 

The  test  was  developed  by  the  District's 
Educational  Standards  Committee  which 
has  formulated  standardized  tests  for  pro- 
motion from  the  third  grade  and  is  cur- 
rently working  on  tests  for  promotions 
from  the  fifth,  eighth  and  twelfth  grades.

Development 
of  standardized  tests  for  promotion  was 
also  called  for  in  the  Educational  Redesign 
for  the  District  that  was  passed  by  the 
Board  in  1976.

A  Solar  Energy  First 

The  School  District's  first  experiment  in 
using  solar  energy  is  in  full  operation  at 
Argonne  Children's  Center,  750  -  16th  Av- 
enue, making  the  District  the  first  public 
agency  in  the  City  to  utilize  solar  heat. 

The  two-fold  objective  of  this  explora- 
tory pilot  which  is  part  of  a  district-wide 
energy  savings  program  is  to  see  if  it  works 
and  also  to  demonstrate  to  students  and 
staff  that  in  spite  of  San  Francisco's  wea- 
ther, solar  heating  could  be  a  reality  here. 

The  District's  Facilities  Planning  De- 
partment under  the  direction  of  Steve 
Huahn  bought  and  built  the  solar  heating 
equipment  at  a  cost  of  $4,520.  Milton  F. 
Reiterman,  Assistant  Superintendent, 
Management  Services  Division,  Commis- 
sioner Peter  Mezey,  member  of  the  Board 
of  Education,  and  Argonne  parent  Ed 
Dierhauf  strongly  supported  the  project. 

Feasibility  plans  to  install  complete  sol- 
ar heating  are  being  studied  for  Bryant 
and  Garfield  Schools  which  are  presently 
undergoing  earthquake  safety  renovation. 
District  staff  are  also  exploring  funding 
possibilities  to  install  solar  heating  at  John 
O'Connell  School  of  Technology  where 
installation  and  repair  could  become  part 
of  the  school's  training  program. 


Superintendent  Robert  F.  Alioto  will 
present  a  proposal  for  implementation  of 
the  Educational  Redesign  the  first  week  of 
January,  1978. 

The  Educational  Redesign,  approved  by 
the  Board  of  Education  on  March  9,  1976, 
reflects  the  District's  goals  to  provide  an 
effective,  comprehensive  educational  pro- 
gram for  all  students  in  a  fully  integrated 
and  stable  learning  environment.  Elemen- 
tary schools  will  be  reorganized  to  K-5, 
junior  highs  to  middle  schools,  grades  6-8, 
and  senior  highs  to  four-year  schools, 
grades  9-12. 

Parents  will  receive  information  regard- 
ing the  proposed  Fall,  1978  student  as- 
signments during  the  first  week  of  Janu- 
ary, 1978. 

In  order  to  provide  for  community  re- 
actions and  discussion  before  the  Board  of 
Education's  final  adoption,  community 
meetings  at  various  school  sites  will  be 
held.

When  the  Educational  Redesign  is  imp- 
lemented, District  junior  high  schools  will 
be  reorganized  to  middle  schools  with 
grades  6,  7  and  8.  Ninth  graders  will  go 
to  senior  high  schools  which  will  house 
9th,  10th,  11th  and  12th  graders  and  first 
through  fifth  graders  will  go  to  elementary 
schools. 

Research  points  out  that  the  middle 
school  child  has  three  fundamental  needs: 
the  opportunity  to  make  a  suitable  trans- 
ition from  dependence  to  interdependence, 
the  acquisition  of  effective  social  skills  and 
the  construction  of  a  personal  identity. 
This  is  a  period  of  constant  struggle  be- 
tween the  pressures  of  academic  achieve- 
ment and  peer  conformity. 

The  middle  school  will  provide  an  op- 
portunity to  perfect  the  basic  skills.  It  util- 
izes exploratory  study  and  enrichment  ac- 
tivities and  it  provides  for  the  gradual 
emergence  of  a  more-adult-like  mode  of 
intellectual  functioning. 

A  guidance  program  that  is  a  distinct 
entity  especially  designed  for  the  pre-ado- 
lescent  and  comprised  of  more  than  tests 
and  record  keeping  will  be  fully  equipped 
to  deal  effectively  with  the  broad  range 
of  questions  and  problems  confronting  ad- 
olescents. 

The  middle  school  will  provide  an  in- 
structional program  which  emphasizes 
self-understanding  of  the  special  concerns 
of  young  adolescents.  There  will  be  an  in- 
creasing emphasis  on  student  self-direction 
and  self-responsibility  for  learning  as  the 
student  grows  older. 

The  major  focus  of  the  middle  school  is 
on  the  individual  student  and  his  or  her 
personal  development.  The  extent  that 
each  student  achieves  potential  is  the  ex- 
tent that  the  school  can  be  considered  suc- 
cessful.

Child  Abuse  Information 

Child  abuse  seems  to  be  in  the  news 
quite  frequently  of  late,  according  to  Amy 
Williams  of  the  District's  Pupil  Services 
Center,  and  some  suggest  that  it  is  on  the 
rise. 

Sometimes  the  schools  are  the  only 
source  of  help  to  the  family.  Teachers, 
principals,  pupil  service  workers  and  other 
school  staff  need  to  be  aware  that  their 
participation  is  needed  in  identifying  this 
"Cry  for  help." 

In. fact,  the  law  requires  that  school 
certificated  staff  report  all  cases  of  sus- 
pected abuse  and  neglect,  physical  and 
emotional,  as  well  as  sexual  molestation. 
They  are  by  statute  immune  from  civil  or 
criminal  liability  for  reporting  in  good 
faith.

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SOME  QUESTIONS  AND  ANSWERS  ABOUT  THE  REDESIGN   PROPOSAL 
What  Is  The   Redesign   Proposal? 

•  It  is  a  major  over-hauling  of  the  School  District  in  order  to  up-grade  the 
level  of  education,  improve  integration  and  reduce  the  District's  operational  costs. 
What  Will  The  Redesign  Proposal  Do  If  Implemented? 

•  It  will  improve  the  level  of  education. 

•  It  will  racially  balance  schools.  Currently  many  are  not  in  balance. 

•  It  will  allow  more  children  to  walk  to  school,  taking  advantage  of  naturally 
integrated  neighborhoods. 

•  It  will  reduce  busing  for  integration  by  more  than  one-third. 

•  It  will  save  money. 

How  Will  Education  Be  Improved? 

Three  ways  —  one,  by  emphasizing  basic  skills,  two,  by  closing  some  schools 
which  will  consolidate  services  that  are  spread  thin  now  —  such  as  library 
and  counseling  services;  the  third  by  benefiting  educationally  from  re- 
structuring the  grades. 

Kindergarten  through  5th  grade  means  that  students  will  be  in  the  same 
school  for  6  years  which  helps  stabilize  reading  and  math  learning  and 
strengthens  those  basic  skills. 

Middle  Schools  —  grades  6,  7  and  8  —  which  reinforce  those  skills  and  add 
beginning  science,  civics  and  foreign  language. 

Four  year  high  schools  will  expand  academic  and  career  preparation  cur- 
riculum. This,  along  with  magnet  schools,  gives  students  choices  for  further 
education  and  employment.  Students  will  have  the  opportunity  to  apply  to 
transfer. 

Other  educational  advantages  are  alternative  schools,  closer  monitoring  of 
student  programs  and  more  effective  counseling. 
l0f|Why  Are  Some  Schools  Proposed  For  Closing? 

School  population  in  San  Francisco  and  in  the  nation  has  declined.  Other 
school  districts  that  were  geared  to  large  school  enrollments  that  began 
after  World  War  II  are  faced  with  the  problem. 

San  Francisco's  school  enrollment  has  declined  from  91,000  in  1970  to  the 
present  enrollment  of  63,000.  Nationally,  school  attendance  has  gone  from 
52.4  million  in  1970  to  50.3  million  in  1975. 
How  Much  Will  The  Redesign  Proposal  Save  If  It  Is  Implemented? 

•  The  projecton  is  that  over  five  years,  the  taxpayers  will  save  more  than  $6.7 
million  or  a  tax  rate  equivalent  of  I8if  per  $100  of  assessed  valuation.

•  Costly  overhead  expenses  will  be  eliminated  by  closing  schools. 

•  Earnings  from  rentals  and  leases  of  closed  schools.

Have  Any  Recommendations  Already  Been  Implemented? 

Yes.  Minimum  Standards  Testing  in  third  grade  began  in  November  of 
this  year  so  that  children  who  need  additional  help  in  basic  skills  are 
identified.  This  means  that  children  who  have  not  achieved  those  skills  in 
third  grade  will  be  given  help  before  they  go  into  fourth  grade. 
Work  is  being  done  now  on  developing  minimum  standards  for  fifth,  eighth 
and  twelfth  grades.

While  the  Educational  Redesign  Pro- 
posal emphasizes  the  teaching  of  basic 
skills  preparing  students  both  for  higher 
education  and  for  future  employment,  it 
also  provides  the  opportunity  for  the  ex- 
pansion of  currently  existing  alternative 
programs  and  the  creation  of  some  new 
ones. 

The  range  now  offered  extends  from  the 
traditional  3-R  program  to  the  year- 
round-school  at  the  elementary  level,  and 
from  an  academic  middle  school  to  voca- 
tional and  technological  education  at  the 
senior  high  level. 

The  concept  behind  alternative  educa- 
tion is  the  recognition  of  the  need  for 
specialization  in  areas  of  curriculum  and 
teaching  styles  due  to  the  pluralistic  stu- 
dent population  in  San  Francisco. 

Existing  alternatives  with  revised  grade 
levels  for  1978-79  are:  Argonne  Year- 
Round  School  to  be  expanded  to  Golden 
Gate  site,  New  Traditions  program  to  be 
located  at  Raphael  Weill  site,  Rooftop 
School  to  be  relocated  at  Twin  Peaks  site, 
San  Francisco  Community  School  to  be 
relocated  at  Douglas  site. 

Second  Community  School  will  remain 
at  Sunset  Staging  site,  Sunrise  will  be  re- 
located at  Clarendon,  (this  will  be  a 
Spanish  bilingual  education  program  with 
multi-age  groupings.) 

Unity  remains  at  site,  Downtown  re- 
mains at  site  and  Opportunity  will  be  re- 
located at  John  Swett  site.  John  O'Con- 
nell  remains  at  site  as  does  Lowell. 

For  the  1978-79  school  year,  new  alter- 
native schools  and  programs  will  be  estab- 
lished by  a  process  which  assures  recogni- 
tion, support,  and  evaluation. 

These  include  the  Montessori  type 
program  to  be  located  at  Bret  Harte  site, 
the  multilingual/multicultural  school  to  be 
located  at  Buena  Vista  site,  the  Academic 
Middle  School  to  remain  at  Pelton  and 
the  School  for  Business  and  Commerce  for 
11th  and  12th  grades  proposed  in  the  fu- 
ture to  be  relocated  from  Galileo  to  Wash- 
ington Irving  site. 

A  High  School  For  Health  Professions 
—  Allied  Medical  is  proposed  to  be  estab- 
lished at  Benjamin  Franklin  and  the  Cre- 
ative Arts  Complex  will  grow  to  include 
Horace  Mann.  Sanchez.  Edison,  Everett 
and  Mission.

Exactly  two  years  ago,  during  the  week 
of  February  9,  1976,  the  last  in  a  series  of 
five  city-wide  area  meetings  was  held  to 
secure  public  reaction  and  response  to  Su- 
perintendent Robert  F.  Alioto's  initial 
recommendations. 

Meetings  were  held  at  Herbert  Hoover, 
Francisco,  James  Lick,  Portola  and  Roos- 
evelt Junior  High  Schools  for  public  dis- 
cussion of  the  document  which  had  been 
presented  to  the  Board  of  Education  on 
January  6,  1976,  in  the  form  of  a  10  point 
program  stressing  areas  of  high  priority  in 
setting  future  educational  directions. 

In  March,  1976,  the  Board  passed  the 
Redesign  in  principal  as  a  policy  statement 
of  the  District's  basic  educational  direc- 
tion. 

The  Superintendent  was  directed  to  de- 
velop specific  proposals  for  submission  to 
the  Board  for  approval. 

The  first  phase  focused  on  upgrading 
the  reading  and  mathematics  skills  of  ele- 
mentary grade  level  students,  resulting  in 
dramatic  increases  in  reading  scores  for 
2nd  and  3rd  graders  and  important  gains 
in  mathematics  achievement  and  written 
expression  for  6th  graders. 

During  this  period  approval  was  also 
granted  to  change  eight  elementary  schools 
to  K-4. 

Within  the  next  year,  Argonne  complet- 
ed its  first  year  as  the  District's  first  flexi- 
ble all-year  school  and  approval  was

granted  to  change  eight  elementary  schools 
to  K-5. 

Subsequently,  during  the  Fall  of  1976, 
the  District's  first  academic  middle  school 
was  opened  at  the  Pelton  Junior  High  site. 

Following  more  public  meetings  and 
community  support,  magnet  schools  called 
for  under  the  Redesign  were  moved  to- 
ward the  process  of  implementation,  and 
ninth  grade  pilot  programs  were  estab- 
lished at  O'Connell  and  Lowell. 

The  School  for  Business  and  Commerce 
and  the  Creative  Arts  School  are,  today, 
the  result  of  this  work,  while  the  ninth 
grade  pilot  programs  have  proven  highly 
successful. 

In  April  of  1977  the  Board  appointed 
Planning  Committee  and  staff  were  in- 
structed to  present  a  new  District-wide 
integration  plan  for  all  grade  levels  to  re- 
place the  Horseshoe  Plan.  Their  recom- 
mendations were  considered  by  the  Re- 
design Task  Force. 

During  the  course  of  events,  the  Rede- 
sign program  has  drawn  upon  not  only 
extensive  community  involvement  but  also 
guidelines  for  racial  balance  set  forth  by 
the  California  State  Department  of  Edu- 
cation, recommendations  from  the  Riles 
Commission  (San  Francisco  Public  Schools 
Commission),  reports  of  the  San  Francisco 
Grand  Jury  and  goals  established  by  the 
community  in  the  "Education  for  the 
People"  program.

cent  per  year  inflation  increase   on   that 

value  until  such  time  as  the  property  was 

old  or  transferred  when  it  could  then  be 

eassessed. 

The  state  legislative  analysis  estimated 
hat  Jarvis/Gann  would  cut  total  state 
.  evenues  by  $7  to  $8  billion.  As  the  pro- 
posal does  not  provide  for  replacement  of 
this  revenue,  estimates  are  that  sales  tax 
could  double  to  12.25  per  cent  or  income 
tax  could  be  surcharged  up  to  150  per 
cent.  The  other  alternative  would  be  cuts 
in  governmental  services  such  as  police, 
fire  protection  and  other  municipal  func- 
tions. 

The  bill  would  further  require  a  two- 
thirds  vote  of  either  legislature  or  local 
qualified  electors  to  raise  either  state  or 
local  taxes,  thus  making  difficult  the  re- 
placement of  the  revenue  lost  by  the  prop- 
erty tax  limitation. 

If  it  passes,  the  proposition  will  be  ef- 
fective July  1,  1978.

A  scoliosis  detection  program  was  re- 
cently done  at  Herbert  Hoover  Junior 
High  School  by  R.  N.  Lorna  Phoenix 
and  Assistant  Principal  Betty  Gandel.  Sco- 
liosis is  curvature  of  the  spine  that  usually 
develops  prior  to  adolescence. 

If  untreated,  scoliosis  may  develop  to 
the  point  of  interfering  with  pulmonary 
function  and  cause  other  physical,  psych- 
ological and  emotional  problems  in  adult- 
hood. 

If  detected  early  before  growth  is  com- 
pleted and  the  spine  stabilized,  treatment 
is  simple  and  major  surgery  can  be  avoid- 
ed.

Redesign  Final  Recommendations  Highlighted 

After  extensive  consideration  of  the  thoughts  and  ideas  that  came  out  of 
community  meetings  held  throughout  the  City,  the  final  recommendations  for 
implementation  of  the  Educational  Redesign  were  presented  to  the  Board  of 
Education  on  January  31,  1978. 

These  recommendations  are  being  considered  by  the  Board  and  are  scheduled 
to  be  voted  on  along  with  the  total  Redesign  at  a  special  meeting  on  Tuesday, 
February  14,  1978,  at  7  p.m.  in  Nourse  Auditorium.  275  Hayes  Street. 

The  following  highlights  some  of  the  modifications  of  the  Implementation 
Proposal. 

Schools  To  Be  Merged 

Eighteen  schools  are  proposed  to  be  merged,  that  is,  have  alternative  programs 
and  not  have  an  assigned  attendance  area  in  the  Fall. 

Argonne  —  will  continue  as  a  year  round  school  with  open  enrollment. 

Buena  Vista  —  will  become  a  multi-lingual,  multi-cultural  model  school  with 

open  enrollment. 

Buena  Vista  Annex  —  will  be  relocated  at  Marshall  Annex  as  an  alternative 

program  with  open  enrollment. 

Clarendon  —  will  have  alternative  programs  including  Sunrise,  retain  current 

handicapped  classes  and  house  four  classes  from  Louise  Lombard  School. 

Douglas  —  will  become  an  alternative  traditional  school  with  open  enrollment. 

John  McLaren  —  will  house  a  traditional  program  and  have  open  enrollment. 

John  Swett  —  will  house  Downtown  High  School. 

Kate  Kennedy  —  to  house  a  Children's  Center. 

Laguna  Honda  —  will  house  the  Allied  Medical  Health  program  in  1978.  If 

not  selected  to  house  the  program  in  1979,  the  site  will  be  closed  in  July,  1979. 

Lakeshore  —  will  have  a  foreign  language  program,  K-5,  and  open  enrollment. 

Lawton  —  will  continue  as  a  traditional  school  with  open  enrollment. 

Patrick  Henry  —  will  become  a  staging  site  for  Bryant  School. 

P.  A.  Hearst  —  will  house  a  Children's  Center. 

Sutro  Annex  —  will  house  a  Newcomers  Center  for  both  K-5  elementary  and 

6-8  middle  school  students. 

Twin  Peaks  —  will  house  Rooftop  Alternative  School. 

Washington  Irving  —  will  house  the  School  of  Business  and  Commerce. 

Winfield  Scott  —  will  house  Bay  Junior  and  Senior  High  School. 

Yerba  Buena  —  will  house  a  Children's  Center.

The  Legislature  has  reconvened  in  Sac- 
ramento after  a  three  month  recess  during 
which  hearings  were  held  throughout  the 
state  on  such  varied  educational  issues  as 
the  statewide  salary  schedule,  violence 
and  vandalism,  vocational  education  and 
"educational  improvement."  All  bills  in- 
troduced in  1977  had  to  be  out  of  the 
house  of  origin  by  the  end  of  January  in 
order  to  stay  alive  and  this  requirement 
coupled  with  the  press  of  new  bills  has 
things  back  to  normal. 

Following  are  some  bills  of  interest  to 
educators: 

Unemployment  Insurance  —  Governor 
Brown  has  signed  AB644  (McAlister) 
which  grants  unemployment  insurance  to 
teachers  and  other  public  employees. 
Serrano  III — A  brief  has  been  filed  in  the 
California  Supreme  Court  alleging  that 
AB65  does  not  meet  the  trial  court  man- 
date for  equalized  school  financing.  The 
court  in  refusing  to  consider  the  case 
"without  prejudice"  has  cleared  the  way 
for  the  issue  of  whether  substantial  means 
full  compliance. 

Tuition  Tax  Credit  —  The  U.  S.  Senate 
Finance  Committee  has  just  completed 
hearings  on  S2142  and  other  proposals 
which  would  provide  a  tax  credit  of  up 
to  $500  of  the  net  tax  for  tuition  paid  to 
private  and  parochial  schools  (kindergar- 
ten through  college).  A  prime  objection 
was  that  the  revenue  loss  (estimated  at  $4 
billion  a  year)  would  become  public  aid 
to  non-public  institutions  which  is  believ- 
ed unconstitutional  by  many. 

Three  Behrs  Now  One  —  Last  year  Sena- 
tor Behr  introduced  three  bills  affecting 
teacher  layoff.  SB274  removed  the  use  of 
a  lottery  determination  when  laying  off 
teachers  with  the  same  starting  date.  The 
other  bills,  SB727  and  SB273,  were  con- 
cerned with  probationary  status  and  its 
due  process  failed  passage  in  the  Assem- 
bly. 

"An  Ounce  of  Prevention  .  .  ." 

Concerned  about  the  higher  than  nor- 
mal absenteeism  due  to  flu  and  upper  res- 
piratory illnesses,  Milton  F.  Reiterman, 
Assistant  Superintendent,  Management 
Services,  recently  set  up  a  health  and 
safety  task  force  with  San  Francisco  Pub- 
lic Health  Department's  Dr.  Selma  Dritz. 

It  is  requested  that  each  school  site  have 
a  health  coordinator  during  this  season  in 
order  to  focus  efforts  on  disseminating  in- 
formation and  helping  to  prevent  a  serious 
outbreak  of  flu. 

Flu  —  influenza  —  is  a  disease  caused 
by  any  one  of  a  small  group  of  viruses. 
When  people  get  sick  with  flu,  they  usual- 
ly have  fever,  chills,  headache,  dry  cough 
and  muscle  aches.  The  illness  may  last 
from  several  days  to  a  week  or  more  be- 
fore complete  recovery.

She  is 
Denise  Nankivell,  5,  of  Elizabethville,  Pa.,  the 
1978  March  of  Dimes  National  Poster  Child.

ioard  Approves  Redesign  For  September  1978 


S.F.  PU13LIS  LIBRARY 


The  Educational  Redesign  was  unani- 
mously approved  by  the  Board  of  Educa- 
on  at  its  special  meeting  of  February  14, 
978,    probably    bringing    the    most    far- 
kaching   and   significant   reform    to   San 
jrancisco's  public  school  system  since  its 
feation  in  the  1850's. 
As  well  as  adopting  a  K-5,  6-8  and  9-12 
ade  level  organization,  reduced  busing, 
redefinition  of  guidelines  for  racial  inte- 
ation  and   the  merging  and  closing  of 
me    schools    with    an    implementation 
lite  of  September,  1978,  a  large  number 
other  concerns  were  discussed  and  ad- 
ted  by  the  Board. 
The   question   of   overcrowding   at   the 
nior  high  level  was  addressed  with  the 
[option  of  an  amendment   stating  that 
*  10  school  be  assigned  a  student  enroll- 
ent  exceeding  85%   of  the  operational 
pacity  of  the  school  facility." 
'(    The  proposed  integration  goals  of  not 


more  than  45%  of  one  racial  group  and 
not  fewer  than  4  groups  being  represented 
at  a  school  site  became  the  District's  offi- 
cial policy.  This  concern  with  integration 
was  further  extended  to  the  alternative 
schools  and  programs.  It  is  now  District 
policy  that  "every  alternative  school  and 
program  shall  positively  promote  recial/ 
ethnic  integration  in  the  school  or  pro- 
gram itself  and  throughout  the  District." 

Further,  to  implement  that  policy,  each 
school  and  program  must  maintain  a  bal- 
ance so  that  "no  racial/ethnic  group  ex- 
ceeds 40%  of  the  enrollment  of  that  school 
or  program."  The  guidelines  call  for  45% 
otherwise.  Also,  maintenance  of  racial/ 
ethnic  balance  will  be  a  factor  in  determ- 
ining whether  to  continue  an  alternative 
school  or  program. 

Other  modifications  of  the  alternative 
program  include  the  proviso  that  each  be 
established  by  resolution  of  the  Board  and

Standards  Test  Results  Released 

All  parents  of  District  third  graders  will 
receive  letters  during  the  week  of  Febru- 
ary 20,  1978,  about  the  results  of  the  third 
grade  promotional  tests  given  in  Decem- 
ber. All  third  graders,  approximately  4,- 
400,  were  tested  to  see  if  they  had  reached 
the  minimum  level  of  proficiency  in  read- 
ing and  mathematics  required  for  success 
in  the  fourth  grade. 

Seventy-eight  percent  of  the  third  grade 
students  who  were  tested  passed  the  read- 
ing test  and  seventy-five  percent  passed 
the  math  test.  Students  who  have  not 
passed  will  be  given  another  opportunity 
to  take  the  examinations  again  in  May. 

During  February  and  March  parent- 
teacher  conferences  will  be  held  for  all 
students  who  have  not  passed  one  or  both 
of  the  tests.  At  that  time,  a  parent  guide 
especially  designed  for  parents  to  help 
their  children  with  reading  and  math  will 
be  given  to  the  parent.  The  guides  are 
available  at  the  schools  for  any  parent  re- 
questing them.

Budget  Deficit  Projected  Students  Participate  In  Anti-utter  campaign 


The  preliminary  budget  estimate  for 
Fiscal  Year  1979  was  recently  presented 
to  the  Board  of  Education. 

This  budget  shows  a  decrease  of  revenue 
of  nearly  $6  million,  which  is  a  direct  re- 
sult of  declining  enrollment  and  mandated 
reductions  in  state  aid  as  contained  in  the 
new  state  school  finance  law,  AB  65.  The 
general  fund  will  show  a  shortfall  of  $8.9 
million  for  Fiscal  Year  1979.  Mr.  Jung- 
herr,  Business  Manager,  stated  that  "the 
staff  and  Board  will  have  to  reassess  their 
priorities  in  order  to  bring  our  expendi- 
tures in  line  with  our  revenues." 

Superintendent  Robert  F.  Alioto  stated, 
"As  we  predicted,  unhappily,  our  tax  rate 
will  be  increased  as  a  result  of  the  man- 
date by  the  new  school  finance  law  to 
meet  the  Serrano  provisions.  The  irony  is 
that  San  Francisco  taxpayers  will  be  re- 
quired to  send  their  tax  funds  to  other 
school  districts  while  we  will  have  to  re- 
duce expenditures  for  San  Francisco  chil- 
dren. It  is  unfortunate  that  with  the 
Board's  major  effort  to  reform  education 
in  San  Francisco  while  economizing,  the 
children  of  San  Francisco  will  not  receive 
the  full  benefits  of  this  effort." 

"The  projected  deficit  is  in  line  with  the 
Riles  Commission  report  of  the  San  Fran- 
cisco public  schools  and  our  own  study 
which  has  demonstrated  an  increasing  gap 
between  revenue  and  expenditures  in  the 
years  1979  and  1980." 

The  impact  of  the  passage  of  the  Jarvis 
initiative  has  not  been  computed  as  part 
of  this  budget.  If  the  Jarvis  Initiative  is 
approved  by  the  voters,  this  would  mean 
an  additional  reduction  in  revenues  of  ap- 
proximately $80  million." 

The  projected  total  school  tax  rate  is 
$3.54  and  compares  with  previous  years  as 
follows:  FY  '76  —  $3.67;  FY  '77  —  $3.74; 
FY  '78  —  $3.34  and  FY  '79  —  $3.54.

The  Board  of  Education  recently  went 
on  record  in  opposition  to  the  Jarvis/Gann 
Initiative  (Proposition  13  on  the  June 
ballot),  by  a  vote  of  4  to  3,  and  in  support 
of  Senate  Bill  No.  1,  the  Behr  property 
tax  relief  measure. 

The  Behr  Bill  became  law  with  the  sig- 
nature of  Governor  Brown  the  first  of  this 
month.

1  lust  supply. 

There  is  nothing  in  the  Constitution  to 
;quire  the  state  to  assume  the  local  costs 
f  public  education. 
"Another  suggestion  frequently  heard," 
Is.  Lacey  said,  "is  that  the  state  would 
i  ave  the  state  surplus  available  to  support 
:ie  schools." 

This  long  accumulating  fund  is  estimat- 
ed at  between  $2.7  and  $4.9  billion.  The

Students  Bear  Witness 

Students  of  Eugene  Gibson's  U.  S.  His- 
tory Class  at  Galileo  High  School  recently 
attended  a  session  of  the  Court  of  Histori- 
cal Review,  held  at  City  Hall  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  Judge  Harry  Low,  to  give 
testimony  on  the  disastrous  sinking  of  the 
ship  City  Of  Rio  De  Janeiro  in  San  Fran- 
cisco Bay  on  February  22,  1901. 

The  Court  conducted  an  inquiry  into 
the  responsibility  for  the  disaster  and 
sought  to  give  belated  recognition  to  the 
Italian  fishermen  of  the  time  who  had 
saved  many  of  the  Chinese  crew. 

Student  Martha  Pan  acted  as  the  main 
witness  and  spokesperson  for  her  class- 
mates who  had  done  extensive  research  on 
the  disaster. 

An  inter-library  loan  of  valuable  mari- 
time records  from  the  San  Francisco  Mar- 
itime Museum  Library  was  arranged  by 
Galileo's  media  librarians  Robert  Mohler 
and  John  Nutley,  giving  the  students  first- 
hand materials  to  research  and  study. 

This  was  one  of  a  series  of  historical 
reviews  which  Judge  Low,  an  ardent  San 
Francisco  history  buff,  sponsors  in  his 
court  during  the  noon  hour. 

Others,  such  as  Public  Defender  Robert 
Nicco  and  Bernie  Averbush  of  the  San 
Francisco  Boosters  Club,  donate  their  time 
in  this  unique  effort  to  keep  San  Fran- 
cisco's history  alive  and  to  correct  some  of 
the  errors  of  the  past.

property  tax  cuts  of  30%  and  more  than 
doubles  present  relief  to  renters.   It  also 
contains  limits  on  revenue  that  will  pro- 
vide on-going  relief  to  all  tax  payers. 

She  said  that  while  schools  are  already 
subject  to  revenue  limits,  cities,  counties 
and  special  districts  are  not.  SB  1  closes 
the  gap.  While  local  governments  would 
sustain  a  significant  cut  in  property  tax 
revenues,  they  could  with  tighter  fiscal 
practices,  continue  to  function  and  pro- 
vide essential  services. 

"In  addition,  the  new  home  owner  tax 
rate  would  no  longer  include  any  amounts 
for  adult  welfare  (SSI/SSP),  medical  and 
AFDC  costs.  These  will  be  transferred  to 
state  funding." 

Lacey  pointed  out  that  the  direct  prop- 
erty tax  relief  provided  by  SB  1  would 
exhaust  projected  state  surplus  revenues 
over  the  next  five  years,  requiring  the  leg- 
islature to  cut  projected  spending  by  $2.4 
billion  over  the  same  period.  Thus,  SB  1 
further  provides  an  implicit  government 
revenue  limit  and  would  cut  back  future 
new  state  spending  by  two-thirds. 

"Proposition  8  differs  from  Proposition 
13  in  requiring  additional  renters'  relief 
and  providing  further  relief  to  senior  citi- 
zens," she  said. 

"Unlike  Proposition  13,  soaring  govern- 
ment costs  is  addressed  in  Proposition  8  by 
the  inclusion  of  local  property  tax  revenue 
limits  and  state  revenue  limits.  Such  caps 
on  revenues,  while  not  necessitating  a  re- 
duction in  current  services,  should  result 
in  slower  government  growth."

year. 

It  has  been  estimated  that  if  Propositioi, 
13  (Jarvis/Gann)  passes,  the  District 
could  lose  approximately  $81  million  in 
locally  derived  revenues  as  well  as  $10 
million  in  federal  categorical  funds.  Since 
there  is  nothing  in  the  State  Constitution 
to  require  the  state  to  assume  the  local 
costs  of  public  education,  the  loss  of  over 
half  its  revenues  would  be  staggering  to 
the  District  when  at  the  present  time, 
under  normal  conditions,  a  deficit  of  $9 
million  is  already  being  projected  for  Fis- 
cal Year  1979. 

With  a  loss  of  this  magnitude,  drastic 
cut-backs  would  be  inevitable. 

The  Board  has  gone  on  record  in  oppo- 
sition to  Jarvis/Gann  and  in  support  of 
Senate  Bill  1,  the  Behr  property  tax  relief 
measure,  Proposition  8. 

At  this  point,  the  future  of  San  Fran- 
cisco's public  schools  appears  highly  un- 
certain.

Board  Votes  On  Legislative  Matters 

The  Board  of  Education  recently  voted 
support  for  State  Proposition  I,  the  School 
Building  Bond  Authorization  measure  on 
the  June  6,  1978,  State  Ballot,  and  went 
on  record  in  opposition  to  Tuition  Tax 
Credit  Legislation. 

The  Board  voted  that  whereas  tax  credit 
legislation  would  erode  the  federal  govern- 
ment's traditional  support  of  education  for 
those  most  in  need  even  as  it  undermines 
the  school  systems  most  able  to  serve  them, 
it  opposes  any  federal  legislative  attempt 
to  provide  tuition  tax  credits  to  parents 
of  children  in  elementary  and  secondary 
private  and  parochial  schools.

The  3rd  grade  minimum  standards  tests 
called  for  in  the  Redesign  have  been  com- 
pleted and  results  from  the  57  schools 
taking  part  are  in. 

Of  the  4,249  tested  in  reading,  95%  or 
4,030  passed  and  of  the  4,258  tested  in 
math,  96%  or  4,079  passed. 

All  of  the  students  who  failed  one  or 
both  tests  have  been  assigned  special 
summer  school  classes.  They  will  be  taught 
by  an  especially  selected  group  of  teachers 
with  a  special  curriculum  to  help  them 
meet  the  minimum  basic  skills. 

Principals  have  been  informed  of  the 
special  summer  school  assignment  of  each 
student,  and  parents  have  received  letters 
reporting  the  results  of  the  tests. 

Students  who  have  learning  disabilities 
take  the  tests  at  their  teachers'  discretion, 
as  do  students  who  are  limited  English 
speakers.  Non-English  speakers  are  not  re- 
quired to  take  the  tests. 

Conferences  have  been  held  with  the 
parents  of  non-passing  students  and  school 
personnel  to  agree  on  future  plans  — 
whether  the  students  will  attend  summer 
school,  be  retained  or  be  diagnosed  for 
learning  disabilities.

Students  Relive  '06  Earthquake 

Twenty-five  Daniel  Webster  students 
recently  relived  the  San  Francisco  earth- 
quake and  fire  of  1906.  The  students, 
fourth,  fifth  and  sixth  graders  in  James 
Stack's  class,  participated  in  the  Environ- 
mental Living  Program  at  Fort  Mason, 
which  is  the  living  history  site  of  the 
earthquake  refugee  camp. 

The  highlight  of  the  program  is  an 
overnight  stay  at  the  camp  during  which 
students  role  play  the  fives  of  earthquake 
survivors. 

Mr.  Stack  and  his  students  spent  three 
weeks  preparing  for  the  experience.  Class- 
room preparation  included  a  historical 
study  of  the  earthquake  and  its  effects 
upon  the  City. 

The  students  assumed  historical  roles, 
taking  the  names  and  life  experiences  of 
earthquake  survivors.  Each  student  wrote 
the  autobiography  of  an  assumed  person- 
ality, describing  the  earthquake  experi- 
ence. 

At  the  site  of  the  refugee  camp  the  stu- 
dents lived  the  experiences  of  their  assum- 
ed personalities  and  took  tasks  and  re- 
sponsibilities related  to  their  roles.

American  Indian  Educ 
Project.  P.L.  92-318 

The  American  Indian  Education  Pro- 
ject (Title  IV,  Part  A,  P.L.  92-318)  was 
established  by  Congressional  passage  of 
the  Indian  Education  Act  in  1972  to  pro- 
vide monies  to  Indian-controlled  schools 
and  to  supplement  the  curriculum  of 
American  Indian  students  in  public 
schools.  In  existence  since  October  1973, 
SFUSD's  project  provides:  a)  curriculum 
evaluation,  adaptation  and  development; 
b)  textbook  and  media  evaluation;  c) 
teacher  preservice/inservice;  d)  classroom 
cultural  presentations;  e)  basic  skills  tu- 
torial program;  and  f)  career  education 
information  and  counselling.  Five  hundred 
and  thirty  American  Indians,  representing 
101  tribes,  are  currently  enrolled  in  10 
high  schools,  15  junior  high  schools,  and 
67  elementary  schools,  constituting  Vi  of 
1%  of  the  total  SFUSD  student  body. 

Begun  with  a  $19,000  budget,  a  steady 
yearly  increase  has  brought  federal  funds 
for  the  1977-78  fiscal  year  to  $61,375,  with 
an  additional  $5,000  received  from  the 
Maria  Kip  Foundation  for  the  project's 
tutorial  component. 

Through  the  Office  of  Human  Rela- 
tions, the  project  staff  has  developed  an 
American  Indian  Resource  Guide,  applic- 
able to  grades  K- 12,  which  lists  such  avail- 
able curriculum  materials  as  films,  slides, 
instructional  aid  kits,  tutorial  aides,  as  well 
as  a  library  bibliography,  a  list  of  lesson 
units  currently  in  use  in  U.S.  school  dis- 
tricts, and  a  summary  of  pertinent  local 
field  trips. 


Many  of  the  listed  materials  are  avail- 
able through  the  project's  office  (Alvarado 
School).  The  Guide  is  an  attempt  to  erad- 
icate outdated  materials  which  tend  to 
degrade  and  stereotype,  and  to  suggest 
materials  which  lend  themselves  to  abroad 
scope  of  study  areas,  such  as  Science, 
Mathematics  and  Literature. 

While  the  project  has  found  it  necessary 
to  stress  a  basic  awareness  level,  staff  are 
available  for  talks  on  specific  areas  of  in- 
terest, e.g.  politics  of  the  American  Indian 
Movement  (A.I.M.). 

A  recent  presentation  for  a  Laguna 
Honda  6th  grade  class  focused  on  the  his- 
tory, handicrafts,  and  current  status  of 
Southeast  Indian  tribes.  The  role  of 
women  in  various  tribes  was  emphasized, 
and  questions  were  encouraged. 

The  project  serves  as  an  essential  liaison 
between  SF's  Indian  community  and  the 
District.  Project  Manager  Ray  Harjo 
(Creek-Seminole/Paiute)  has  found  that 
many  parents  are  reluctant  to  approach 
schools  or  teachers  with  problems,  tending 
to  accept  status  quo  rather  than  seek 
change.  The  project  offers  positive  sup- 
port, working  with  the  District,  setting  up 
and  sitting  in  on  PTA  meetings  and  in- 
volving parents  in  cultural  presentations. 
A  self-governing  Parent  Committee  meets 
once  a  month.  School  attendance  is  en- 
couraged by  the  recognition  of  meritorious 
6th,  9th  and  12th  graders.  The  project 
organizes  such  social  events  as  traditional 
dances  and  pow-wow  picnics.

The  School  Age  Mothers'  (S.A.W»-hii 
Dropout  Prevention  Project  (ESEA,  Ti 
VIII)  provides  post-delivery  follow 
services  to  facilitate  the  re-entry  of  schc  and 
age  mothers  under  18  years  of  age  to  t 
regular  school  system  and  to  assist  in  thtpros 
continuing  education.  The  project's  aim  ' 
to  decrease  the  dropout  rate  and  to  esta 
lish  presently  lacking  base  data. 

While  twelve  other  dropout  preventii  u 
programs  exist  nationally,  this  is  the  ojit 
one  in  the  country  specifically  slated  f  , 
teenage  mothers.  A  local  program  f  t 
pregnant  minors,  serving  400-500  youi  l 
women  annually,  has  existed  since  191.:

Minors),  but  until  S.A.M.  no  follow-t 
services  existed.  According  to  a  1974  Ya 
study,  the  dropout  rate  among  youi 
mothers  is  51-76%.

The  Center  for  Theatre  Training  at 
Mission  High  School  has  a  three-fold 
function — it  is  a  training  company  taught 
by  career  theatre  artists,  a  production 
company  providing  students,  staff  and 
members  of  the  community  with  realistic 
opportunities  to  practice  theatre  art,  and 
an  outreach  company  dedicated  to  bring- 
ing live  theatre  and  theatre  training  op- 
portunities to  students  throughout  San 
Francisco. 

Although  it  is  a  two-year  pilot  project 
(due  to  expire  June  1978,  new  application 
pending),  the  program  actually  began  in 
1974  when  Mission  High  School  was 
temporarily  housed  in  the  old  Poly  High 
building  near  Kezar  Stadium.  With  a 
grant  from  the  California  Arts  Council, 
the  "Multi-Ethnic  Theatre,"  as  it  was 
originally  named,  gave  performances  in  a 
converted  mechanical  drawing  classroom. 

Lewis  Campbell,  director  of  the  Center, 
stresses  that  the  basic  difference  between 
this  and  other  existing  programs  of  its 
kind  is  its  consciously  non-judgmental  at- 
mosphere. Students  are  chosen  to  partici- 
pate in  workshops  on  the  basis  of  their 
enthusiasm,  concentration  and  desire, 
rather  than  on  the  basis  of  potential  'tal- 
ent'. Students  learn  the  realities  of  the 
craft,  cultural  strengths  and  values  of 
theatre,  and  respect  for  the  possibilities  of 
language. 

The  program  is  designed  to  be  fulfilling 
at  any  point  at  which  students  might  dis- 
continue their  participation.  Participant's 
responsibilities  increase  with  grade  level 
and  time  spent  within  the  program.  An 
initial  enrollment  of  fifty  junior  high 
school  students,  for  example,  might  result 
in  five  career-oriented  12th  graders. 
Campbell  recognizes  the  advantages  of 
working  with  small  groups,  while  at  the 
same  time  reaching  a  large  number  of  stu- 
dents, and  this  honing  system  seems  to 
work. 

The  Center's  fulltime  students  train 
two  hours  daily  and  spend  up  to  fifteen 
hours  weekly  in  production  preparation.  In 
its  first  two  years  at  Mission  High  School, 
the  Center  has  presented  seventeen  pro- 
ductions for  the  general  public.  CTT  also 
produces  an  annual  children's  play  de- 
signed to  tour  local  elementary  and  junior 
high     schools. 

Facilities  include  a  1,800  seat  dress  cir- 
cle theatre  with  computerized  lighting 
control  system  and  a  soon-to-be-built 
thrust  stage;  a  250-seat  little  theatre  with 
flexible,  multi-level  platform  stage;  a  fully 
equipped  costume  shop  with  space  for  600 
garments;  and  a  growing  inventory  of  tools 
and  theatre  equipment.

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Drug  &  Alcohol  Abuse 
Primary  Prevention 

The  Drug  and  Alcohol  Abuse  Primary 
Prevention  Program  currently  affects  1700 
students  at  three  junior  high  schools  and 
three  high  schools  in  San  Francisco.  Also 
known  at  D.E.C.I.D.E.  (Define,  Explore, 
Consider,  Invite,  Determine,  Evaluate), 
the  program  emphasizes  the  development 
of  decision-making  and  problem-solving 
skills,  so  that  students  may  learn  to  be 
ultimately  responsible  for  their  actions. 

Classes  are  incorporated  into  existing 
social  studies,  family  life  and  science  cur- 
riculums,  and  include  role  playing,  discus- 
sion sessions  and  media.  Students  are  pre/ 
post  tested  to  determine  knowledge,  atti- 
tude, and  program  effectiveness.  Each 
teacher  gives  the  fifteen-lesson  program 
twice  in  the  course  of  the  school  year. 

The  program  focuses  on  such  topics  as 
values  and  self-image,  cultural  rituals  sur- 
rounding drug  and  alcohol  abuse,  con- 
cepts of  honesty  and  loyalty,  resolution  of 
conflicts,  how  media  influences  society's 
values,  'unwritten'  behavioral  codes,  dis- 
crepancies between  parent's  behavior  and 
the  codes  they  demand  of  their  offspring, 
pharmmacological  properties  of  various 
drugs,  dose  response  information  and  the 
legal  consequences  of  drug  abuse.
